17—Reduction 
in living costs to tho consumer was 
put forward today by the Federal re­

March 17—Final action on the 
military terms of the preliminary 
peace treaty with Germany was to be 
taken by tho supreme war council 
this afternoon. 
The treaty will be presented to the 
Germans about March 25, according to 
general opinion today. This slight 
disarrangement of previous plans 
Is 
lu e to the necessity for Premier Lloyd 
George to return to England the last 
of this week. He is expected to return 
to Paris next Monday. 
While the fortn-eomlng treaty with 
Germany is termed preliminary, it Ie, 
to all intents and purposes final, it 
fixes that country’s military and naval 
status, defines its boundaries and dis­ 
poses of the questions of reparation 
and economic freedom. It will not be 
however, until 
it is 
percentage 
of the signatory nations. The period 
for ratification by the allied nations 
may be at least forty to sixty days. 
This will give sin opportunity for the 
calling of a special session of the 
American congress, enabling the sen­ 
ate to art. Germany probably will he 
given a much shorter period in which 
to accept the terms.

The fort is set high above tile trou­ 
bled waters several hundred feet up 
the steep, rooky bank.

for defense it was, iii the early days, 
but now- that attacks are over it is an 
j inconvenient location in spite of its 
picturesque qualities.

you can see those who are in the hi li­

Facts About Street Paving 


An important issue is now be­ 
fore the people in the matter 
cf paving the important streets. 
Because of the w ater 
works 
question the City Commission­ 
ers hesitated to launch out on 
the paving business, Dunking 
that one issue m ight interfere 
with the other or that even both 
m ight be lost, while 
to 
con­ 
sider one at a tim e both might 
carry. Considering each propos­ 
ition one is equally as impor­ 
tant as the other and each is 
of such consequence that neith­ 
er should be turned down. 


Everyone knows how impor­ 
tant it is for the city to take 
over the water works, both from 
a sanitary and from an econo­ 
mical 
standpoint. 
And, 
all 
should realize by this time the 
importance of paving the streets 
not only because the 
streets 
need paving but to offer neces­ 
sary work for the retumoil sol­ 
diers. 
One issue should in no 
way interfere with the oth^r, 
for each one pertains to alto­ 
gether different things and have 
no relation to each other, except 
that some will argue that the 
tax rate will have to be mater­ 
ially increased to handle the 
improvements. 


It has already been shown that 
the purchase of the water works 
will not increase exocrine to the 
tax payer, but on the other hand 
it will materially decrease such 
expenses. 
For 
unquestionably 
the ru’esent public service charge 
of $15,000 a year— the tax pav­ 
er’s burden—will be more than 
cut in two and at the end of 
thirty years the people 
here 
will absolutely own a $300,000 
water plant and up to this time, 
interest 
and 
sinking 
fund 
charges will of course i>e 
de­ 
creasing and w ater rates can 
be constantly lowered until final­ 
ly at the per’rd of thirty years 
the people will have to pay no 
such charge and the water will 
cost them the equivalent of di­ 
rect operating expenses and de­ 
preciation. 
Under private own­ 
ership you are never relieved 
of the seven or eight per cent, 
interest and sinking fund charge. 
Ney one should worry about the 
purchase of the water works be­ 
ing the cause of more expense, 
for it means less expense. 
The 
street 
improvements 
include 
pavement, 
curb 
and 
gutter, 
storm 
sewer 
and sanitary sewer, 
together 
with new water and gas service 
l i n e s wh"r« needed. 
For this 
important improvement taxes in 
Xenia fo»* the street improve­ 
ment under 
consideration 
for 
th’s summer w !ll be increased 
.3 of u mill or 30 cents pet* $1000 
property 
valuation. 
If 
your 
rrnr',*»’‘v is on Ihe tux roll for 
$2000.00 you will pay OO cents a 
vear for the extensive 
street 
Improvements planned fur this 
year. 
The property along the 
street will nay from 75 to Hr> 
per cent of the entire cost and 
the city st large 
bears 
the 
balance. 
You certainly will not 
turn down so important an is­ 
sue for a cost of a dollar or two 
a vejir. 
At least you will not 
when von realize hdw essential 
it is inst now lo do our alr’-e 
towards employing labor. 
We 
should feel snob an obligation 
on o"r part and this city will do 
its 
hare

They want jobs, good jobs, with 
the least possible w aste of time 
in taking up their individual re­ 
sponsibilities as citizens. 
THey 
do not understand how greatly 
the delicate machinery of our in­ 
dustrial and commercial life has 
been ‘thrown out of adjustm ent 
by the war. 
Most of them only 
know that they have done their 
duty at the nation’s 
call, 
and 
their dissapointment will be verv 
bitter if the Government which 
called them dees not actively co­ 
operate to replace them in civil 
pursuits. 
“In representing this matter 
to you, I am fully aware of the 
fact tha^t you are as deeply im­ 
pressed by its importance as is 
the War Department, and that 
you have probably already taken 
effective steps to meet the situa­ 
tion so far as it affects 
your 
city. 
The 
War 
Department 
wants to do all that it can to 
supplement and to help 
local 
effort.”

One has onlv to realize the 
amount of 
labor 
necessarily 
employed as a result of street 
improvements to see the im ­ 
portance in going ahead with 
such work. C. M. Talbert, direc­ 
tor of streets and sewers of St. 
Louis refers to this when he 
says; “We feel that we should 
place on the market at 
the 
e a sie st possible 
moment 
la 
sufficient amount of work to 
justify constructors in organiz­ 
ing their forces for a full sea­ 
son’s work and material men 
in opening up their plants on 
the same basis.” 
A large num­ 
ber of contractors who make a 
business of constructing pub­ 
lic works, and who ordinarily 
count upon sufficient work of 
this kind to give full em ploy­ 
ment to their plant and 
war­ 
rant them in engaging foremen 
and making arrangements for 
laborers at the beginning of 
the season, this year are 
un­ 
certain as yet whether su ffi­ 
cient public work will he forth­ 
coming to warrant such action. 
In the case of brick and asphalt 
planes, 
quarries, 
sand 
and 
gravel pits,etc., the operators also 
are In the same dilemma. When 
the construction season begins, 
Die products, of the plants are 
demanded in large 
quantities 
for immediate delivery, and they 
must therefore begin work long 
before the actual paving begins 
in order to have 
on 
hand 
a 
stock of material to meet such 
demands. 
It is estimated that the cities 
and states of the country need 
at least $200,000,000 worth of 
street and road {paving 
this 
year. If this is done great num­ 
bers of laborers who are being 
discharged from the army or 
from factories engaged in war 
work will be employed. 
This 
city has art opportunity now to 
shoulder its share of this ob­ 
ligation 
From inquiries sent out by The 
Municipal Journal to engineers 


over the country the following 
extracts have been taken: There 
can be little doubt that 
prac­ 
tically all of the needed [laving 
work would go ahead with the 
opening of the building season 
but for one thing— the 
feeling 
on the part of many that prices 
will fall within the next few 
months, and that by holding off 
construction considerable saving 
can be accomplished. 
The city 
engineer of Omaha states that 
he is convinced that only slight 
reductions in prices can bo ex­ 
pected in the next few years. 


The U. 8. Department of Labor 
states possitiyely that “indica­ 
tions are that prices will re­ 
main high in road materials for 
some time to come, and, in view 
of tho forecasts 
for 
market 
conditions, it is imprudent to 
longer 
hold 
up 
construction 
anticipating lower construction 
costs.” 
The street construction 
here, is sufficiently 
pressing 
that to delay the work will re­ 
sult In a cost of 
maintenance 
and destruction to traffic 
to 
more than equal any 
amount 
that might be saved by delaying 
the construction. 


The amount of money that 
this city spends each ye%r in 
keeping up the gravel streets 
that are included in this years 
[laving (program amounts 
to 
as much as the city’s share of 
such paving cost. 
The average 
cost to the city on the $25,000 
bond issue being 
$3,100.00 
a 
year and we do not have 
*it 
streets to travel nor are 
we 
maintaining a thing that has 
any value. 
Tile same cost on a 
paving issue gives 
us 
good 
streets and at th© end cf ten 
years the street is entirely paid 
for and cost ends for years lo 
come. 
Those who live en un­ 
paved streets and whose street 
is not included in the paving 
projected for this year will be 
greatly benefitted by such work. 
For it is planned to cover the 
item of 
“excavation,” 
on tho 
streets to be paved, 
in 
such 
manner that the bid on excava­ 
tion will include such disposi­ 
tion of the gravel from these 
streets as to enable the city to 
improve a good many unpaved 
streets. 
The cost will 
he no 
greater in the paved district 
nor will there be any charge to 
the district which will receive 
the imprr/ved gravel 
streets. 
Some will say that this same 
proposition has been 
put 
be­ 
fore with very little benefit re­ 
sulting. 
Nevertheless it is pos­ 
sible to build and repair gravel 
streets with the gravel taken 
from streets to be paved and 
given the opportunity the im­ 
provement that will result will 
prove the fact. 
[f j8 much less 
trouble to sell this 
e x ca v a te 
pictorial to some individual for 
filling lint the material is the 
property of the city and it is 
the city’s duty to use it on the 
repair of other streets, before 
allowing it to be used other­ 
wise. 
The contractor will be 
required to nut the 
excavated 
material that is desirable for 
building streets on the streets 
and to bring them to 
grade 
stakes if required, and ho will 
do it without extra charge to 
the [laving district. 
If you tire interested in the 
improvement of the city and the 
employment of labor you will 
of course vote for the puving. 
Those out side of the 
paving 
district will have their taxes 
increased 30 cents per $1000.00 
valuation of property. 
It will 
not cost a great many tax pav­ 
ers more than 30 cents a year.
